It is true, chat this is general Clamour only 3 
meer Noife without Proof or Demonftsations a bes 
ing the Queftion in the grofleh Senfe + To fay it will 
be fo and fo, and prove nothing of it, nay, not fo 
much as a’ Probability of it: On the other hand, a 
dire& dental of it, and faying it will not be fo and 
fo, as is fuggefted, were as good an Anfiwer as

If then I prove that it CANNOT be fo, that it 
is Jmpoffible that the Nature of Things contradict 
it, and that in fhort, the very fuggefing thefe things 
is talking a meer Trae-Nonjence 3 it I do this, I 
hope I fhall anfwer the end propos’d ; and if I do not 
do this, I do nothing.

before the War ; and will be ftill lefs able than they

If I prove thefe things, then this will follow as 
the Confequence, That let the French be all that is 
Tricking ,. Shaffling, Peace breakin > Faithleis, 
Difhonourable, as much, and more than the worlt 
Natur’d, leaft Manner’d among us can fuggeft, let 

his Influence upon Spain be ever fo reat; the Ircli- 
nation ies to gratify and ae with him ever 
fo ftrong; He and his Grardfon put together cannot
